Mr Rosny 
wflirme that they hove not a revoluttonaty, 
orgenization of any kind, their propuganda 
being cartied on mereiy by publicity ; and 
that the ‘terrible organization with its 
hendquarters in Geneva’ ie purely 9 police 
invention. Yet, Mr Rosny declares, the 
Government allow numerous Russian secret 
police to actin Paria with full liberty. Tt 
is said also that French ‘mouchards’ or 
police spies, ate frequently told ptf to act 
with them, and that lettera ate intercepted 
and opened, janitors bribed, and inhabit- 
ants of the quarter terrified with atories of 
bombs and conepiracies into driving theaa 
Russian refagees out of the neighbourhood,
